
AMENDMENT TO THE AMENDMENT IN THE 

NATURE OF A SUBSTITUTE TO H.R. 2794 

OFFERED BY MR. CORREA OF CALIFORNIA 

Amend section 3 to read as follows: 

SEC. 3. COOPERATION ON COMBATTING HUMAN SMUG-1

GLING AND TRAFFICKING. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, in coordination 3

with the Secretary of State, shall expand partnership ef-4

forts with law enforcement entities in Mexico and Central 5

American countries seeking to combat human smuggling 6

and trafficking in those countries, including through the 7

following: 8

(1) The establishment or expansion of 9

transnational criminal investigative units to identify, 10

disrupt, and prosecute human smuggling and traf-11

ficking operations. 12

(2) Participation by U.S. Immigration and Cus-13

toms Enforcement and the Department of Justice in 14

the Bilateral Human Trafficking Enforcement Ini-15

tiative with their Mexican law enforcement counter-16

parts. 17
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(3) Advanced training programs for investiga-1

tors and prosecutors from Mexico and Central Amer-2

ican countries 3

(b) INVESTIGATION AND PROSECUTION OF HUMAN 4

SMUGGLING AND TRAFFICKING.—The Secretary, acting 5

through the Director of U.S. Immigration and Customs 6

Enforcement, shall expand collaborative programs involv-7

ing Homeland Security Investigations that are aimed at 8

investigating and prosecuting human smugglers and traf-9

fickers targeting Central American children and families 10

and operating at the southern border of the United States, 11

including the continuation and expansion of 12

antitrafficking coordination teams. 13

(c) INFORMATION CAMPAIGN ON DANGERS OF MI-14

GRATION.— 15

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, in consulta-16

tion with the Secretary of State, shall design and 17

implement public information campaigns in North-18

ern Triangle countries to— 19

(A) disseminate information about the 20

dangers of travel across Mexico to the United 21

States; and 22

(B) combat misinformation about United 23

States immigration law or policy. 24
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(2) SPECIFICATIONS.—The information cam-1

paigns implemented pursuant to paragraph (1) shall, 2

to the greatest extent possible— 3

(A) be targeted at populations and local-4

ities with high migration rates; 5

(B) employ a variety of communications 6

media; and 7

(C) be developed in consultation with pro-8

gram officials at the Department, the Depart-9

ment of State, or other government, nonprofit, 10

or academic entities in close contact with mi-11

grant populations from Northern Triangle 12

countries, including repatriated migrants. 13

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  Amend section 3 to read as follows:
 
  3. Cooperation on combatting human smuggling and trafficking
  (a) In general The Secretary, in coordination with the Secretary of State, shall expand partnership efforts with law enforcement entities in Mexico and Central American countries seeking to combat human smuggling and trafficking in those countries, including through the following:
  (1) The establishment or expansion of transnational criminal investigative units to identify, disrupt, and prosecute human smuggling and trafficking operations.
  (2) Participation by U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement and the Department of Justice in the Bilateral Human Trafficking Enforcement Initiative with their Mexican law enforcement counterparts.
  (3) Advanced training programs for investigators and prosecutors from Mexico and Central American countries
  (b) Investigation and prosecution of human smuggling and trafficking The Secretary, acting through the Director of U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement, shall expand collaborative programs involving Homeland Security Investigations that are aimed at investigating and prosecuting human smugglers and traffickers targeting Central American children and families and operating at the southern border of the United States, including the continuation and expansion of antitrafficking coordination teams.
  (c) Information campaign on dangers of migration
  (1) In general The Secretary, in consultation with the Secretary of State, shall design and implement public information campaigns in Northern Triangle countries to—
  (A) disseminate information about the dangers of travel across Mexico to the United States; and
  (B) combat misinformation about United States immigration law or policy.
  (2) Specifications The information campaigns implemented pursuant to paragraph (1) shall, to the greatest extent possible—
  (A) be targeted at populations and localities with high migration rates;
  (B) employ a variety of communications media; and
  (C) be developed in consultation with program officials at the Department, the Department of State, or other government, nonprofit, or academic entities in close contact with migrant populations from Northern Triangle countries, including repatriated migrants.
